Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 2nd inst. in reference to the dispositure [sic] of a gain of 
$49.95 on 823 old silver dollars contained in Transfer Order 13,656 of $19,835, tale value of 
silver coin transferred for recoinage. 


At the time of writing my letter of the 14th inst. I was not aware that the amount outside 
of the silver dollars represented by the above-named Transfer Order consisted of new silver coins 
of other denominations, but supposed that you had selected and the 823 silver dollars from the 
remainder of the coins, which would, of course, show a profit on recoinage. In as much as the 
balance of the coins embraced in the Transfer Order shows no loss on remelting, it is proper that 
the $49.95 should be deposited in the Treasury as a gain on the recoinage of 823 old standard 
silver dollars and subsidiary silver coin.
